Foreword 


TECHNICAL BOOKs, trade journals, handbooks, and other suitable read- 
ing materials are as essential to effective instruction in school shops, 
drafting rooms and laboratories as are tools, machines and other practi- 
cal equipment. Vocational school administrators overlook an oppor- 
tunity and neglect a responsibility if they do not provide their school 
shops with carefully selected reading materials of a practical and techni- 
cal character. The general school library is important, but it should be 
augmented by small reference libraries in the individual rooms of the 
school. Vocational school administrators who have experimented with 
such small reference libraries know that the efficiency of practical in- 
struction is greatly increased when well selected and properly illustrated 
reading materials are made available to students in the shops and 
laboratories where they do their practical work. 

Shop libraries contribute to good instruction in several ways. First, 
they supplement teacher effort on the how side of instruction and there- 
by help the student to develop manipulative skill. Illustrated works on 
job operations and processes aid greatly in this respect. 

Second, practical understanding and judgment are developed by 
grounding the student in fundamental principles essential to good occu- 
pational practice. Related reading in science, mathematics, trade tech- 
nology, shop drawing and safety practices helps the student to master 
the why side of his work. 

Third, consistent reading in related subjects opens up new channels 
of interest and furnishes motivation that mere contact with practical 
equipment alone cannot provide. It is the means for encouraging the 
ambitious student who desires to secure advancement to progress in his 
chosen field. 

This list of reading materials prepared by Iva Winterfield and her staff 
will greatly assist vocational school librarians and administrators to make 
a beginning in selecting suitable reading materials for their school shops 
and laboratories.
